Disinfestation  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  etc. 


The  work  of  destroying  insect  pest  of  all  types  is  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department.  The  General  method  is 
by  spraying  liquid  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  In  certain 
cases,  insecticide  powders  containing  D.D.T.  is  used.  The 
result  of  treatments  were  satisfactory  in  all  cases.  The 
following  table  shows  the  number  of  infested  premises  treated, 
together  with  the  type  of  infestation.

1*  Until  November,  1953?  the  Council'  purchased  a  bulk  supply  from 
the  London  Midland  Region  of  British  Railways  for  distribution  in  the 
Wolverton  and  New  Bradweli -wards .  Since  then  a  bulk  supply  has 
been  taken  from  the  Foxcote  Works  of  the  Bucks  Water  Board  for  those 
Wards.  The  Stony  Stratford  area  .is  supplied  from  the  Council’s 
Calverton  Road  source  which  is  augumented  by  a  supply  from  the  Bucks 
Water  Board.  The  Lower  and  Middle  Wealds  of  Calverton  are  supplied 
from  the  Council’ s  Calverton  Road  source.  The  hamlet  of  Upper 
/eald,  Calverton  formerly  received  water  from  the  Bucks  Smallholdings 
supply  main,  but  water  received  in  bulk  rom  the  Poxcote  Works  of  the 
Bucks  Water  Board  is  now  distributed  in  this  area  also.  This 
alteration  will  ensure  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Upper  Weald  area 
v/hich  has  in  the  past  given  cause  for  anxiety. 

( i)  the  water  supplies  to  the  Urban  District  have  been  satisfactor 
in  quality.  The  quantity  has  been  sufficient  except  at 
Upper  Weald  where  a  shortage  was  overcome  by  carting  water. 


(ii)  samples  of  water  are  submitted  for  examination  at  monthly 
intervals,  and  the  results  have  been  satisfactory,  as 
shown  on  this  and  pages  5  and  6.  The  water  supplied  from 
the  Blue  Bridge  pumping  station  is  filtered,  chlorinated 
and  ammonia ted;  and  that  from  the  Council’s  Calverton 
Road  source  is  chlorinated.

(a)  Cafe's  and  Restaurants 

There  were  8  cafe's  and  restaurants  in  the  district  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Regular  visits  of  inspection  were  made  and 
generally  the  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

( b)  Hotels 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  kitchens  of  the  hotels 
and  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

( c )  Bakehouses 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  bakehouses  in  regular 
use,  none  of  which  came  under  the  category  of  ’’Underground 
Bakehouses” .

All  the  bakehouses  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  and  with  150  inspections  only  minor  defects  were  found 
which  were  corrected. 

( d)  Sausages  ana  Preserved  Foods 

Inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  where  sausages  and 
preserved  foods  intended  for  sale  are  manufactured,  and  only  in 
a  few  instances  was  it  necessary  to  direct  attention  to  cleansing 
and  redecoration  which  was  duly  carried  out.  4  total  of  270 
visits  were  made  to  the  above-mentioned  premises. 

( e)  Fish  frying 

Visits  were  made  to  the  three  fish  frying  premises  and  also 
to  the  premises  whei  e  mobile  fish  frying  vans  are  stored,  and  all 
were  found  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

(f)  Shops,  Stalls  and  Vehicles 

A  total  of  450  visits  were  made  to  shops  stalls  and  vehicles 
and  only  in  a  few  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  direct  attention 
to  cleansing  and  redecoration.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 


The  Council' s  bathing  places  on  the  River  Ouse  have  now  been 
demolished. 


During  the  year  Mr.  Fegans  Homes,  Stony  Stratford,  arranged  with 
the  County  Education  Committee  for  a  limited  number  of  the  pupils 
from  the  holverton  School  to  use  the  Swimming  Pool  at  the  Homes. 

This  necessitated  the  regular  sampling  of  the  water  from  the  swimming 
pool.  The  samples  of  water  from  the  pool  we r  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton,  and  the  results  are  shewn  on 
page  8  of  this  report. 

Premises  and  occupations  controlled  by  Bye-laws  and  Regulations 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  TB90.  Part  IV 

This  enactment  came  into  operation  on  the  2.4.51  and  required 
the  licensing  of  places  ordinarily  used  for  public  dancing  and  music 
or  public  entertainment  of  the  like  kind. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  conveniences  attached  to  the  three 
cinemas'  in  this  district  is  satisfactory. 

All  the  streets  under  the  Council' s  control  are  regularly 
cleansed.  By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  classified 
roads  in  the  built-up  portion  of  the  district,  and  those  linking 
up  the  three  townships,  are  scavenged  by  the  Council «

Housing 

80  municipal  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  at  the 
end  of  which  46  more  were  in  course  of  erection. 

A  review  of  housing  conditions  and  the  need  for  further  accommodation 
was  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Disregarding  the  question  of  providing  dwellings  for  the  re¬ 
housing  of  persons  who  may  at  sometime  be  displaced  from  properties 
that  are  demolished,  or  included  in  a  clearance  area,  and  allowing 
for  current  building,  the  apparent  shortage  did  not  seem  formidable. 
Nevertheless,  the  flow  of  new  applicants  for  tenancies  kept  pace  with 
the  number  of  houses  built  so  that,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  not  much 
real  progress  had  been  rrr'de  and  there  were  then  still  about  one 
hundred  without  any  accommodation  of  their  own  on  the  waiting  list. 

No  demolition  or  closing  orders  were  made,  nor  were  any  undertakings 
accepted. 

A  license,  granted  under  Defence  Regulation  68AA,  in  respect  of 
6,  Silver  Street,  Stony  Stratford  was  still  current  at  the  end  of  the 
./ear. 


During  the  year  three  of  the  sixteen  plots  of  land  at  Stacey 
Hill  which  were  reserved  for  private  enterprise  building  were  sold. 


1.500  acres  of  land  Bradville  Housing  Estate  was  also  sold  to 
the  Bucks  County  Council  as  a  school  site. 
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Senior  Public  Health  Officers ' 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  District  is 
a  part-time  officer,  holding  degrees  as  a  Master  of  Arts  and 
a  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

When  there  is  a  vacancy  it  will  be  filled  under  the  County 
of  Buckingham  (Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  County  Districts) 
Scheme,  1953?  which  provides  for  the  appointment  of  whole-time 
medical  officers  of  health. 

The  duties  performed  are  those  which,  by  paragraph  17  of 
the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935?  a 
medical  officer  of  health  is  required  to  do. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  an  Associate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute,  and  a  Fellow  Surveyor  Member  of  the 
Incorporated  Association  of  Architects. 

The  duties  performed  include  those  laid  down  in  the 
Paragraph  27  of  the  Regulations  of  1935?  except  sub-paragraphs 
(4),  (7)  and  (lO).  Pith  reference  to  sub-paragraph  (15)?  the 
powers  and  duties  given  by  sub-sections  (3)?  ( U)  and  (5)  of 
Section  38  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950?  are  carried  out  under 
delegation  from  the  County  Council. 

This  officer  also  performs  duties  under  the  Rag  Flocks  &c., 
Act,  1931?  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951?  and  the  Heating  Appliances 
(Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

Committee  concerned  with  matters  of  public  health 


The  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  are:  - 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  and  of  other 
Acts  relating  to  the  public  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district,  including  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  provision  of 
sanitary  accom.ioda.tion,  disinfection,  offensive  trades, 
epidemics  and  infectious  diseases. 

To  license  slaughtermen  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933?  for  the  humans  slaughtering 
of  animals;  and  to  license  Slaughterhouses  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

To  carry  out  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Council  affecting  food,  meat 
and  milk. 

To  carry  out  direct  and  delegated  powers  and  duties  under  the  Shops 
Act,  1950. 

To  perform  the  duties  contained  in  the  Housing  Acts  so  far  as  they 

are  concerned  with  the  inspection,  closure  and  repairs  of  existing 
dwellings.  (Note/  -  the  duteto  provide  new  houses  is  that  of 
the  Housing  and  Planning  Committee. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  Council’ s  powers  and  duties  under  the 
Factories  Acts. 

enforce  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  and  atmospheric  pol1ution. 

fo  issue  licenses,  etc.,  under  the  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 

To  licence  hackney  carriages;  game  dealers;  and  pawn  brokers.

The  Housing  and  Planning  Committee  deals  with  the  provision  and 
erection  of  new  dwellings  and  with  the  supervision  and  management 
of  all  Housing  Estates.
